Sentencing~ 
today for 
Patty Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO fUPI) - Con- 


victed bank robber Patricia Hearst 
will be sentenced Monday in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court and her lawyers said Sun- 
day they wilt ask the judge not to 
send her to prison because revolution- 
ary Inmates might kill her. 


"California prisons are known as 


hotbeds of revolutionary activity," 
said defense attorney Albert Johnson. 
"They are full of radicals." 


Miss Hearst, 22. was convicted 


March 20 of the $10,690 armed rob- 
bery of a San Francisco bank with the 
terrorist Symbionese Liberation Army 
two years ago. A seven-woman five- 
man jury decided she joined her SLA 
kidnapers and did not believe her sto- 
ry that she acted under fear of death 
from them. 


AMID PUBLISHED reports that 


Miss Hearst has turned informer to 
win a light sentence, Johnson said 
Sunday she would be safer out of pris- 
on but "under controlled conditions of 
security, including bodyguards." 


Federal Judge Oliver J. Carter, who 


will sentence the newspaper heiress, 
could impose penalties ranging from a 
maximum of 25 years down to simple 
probation. 


Carter told Miss Hearst her inter- 


rogations by probation officers after 
her conviction could bear heavily on 
his decision. She has been questioned 
by probation officials at San Mateo 
County Jail south' of Sen Francisco, 
where she was incarcerated after her 
capture by the FBI nearly seven 
months ago.

Rail fans 
bring return 


of '25 era

If you think it's tough just getting 


on the train in Arlington Heights, con- 
sider not only building the train, but 
laying the tracks and building the vil- 
lage to go along with it. 


A group of mode! railroad en- 


thusiasts are doing just that in a cor- 
ner of the Historical Society's coach 
house, 110 W. Fremont St. The H-0 
scale model will encompass several 
square blocks of central village area 
as it appeared in 1925. 


The 16 members of the group have 


put in thousands of hours during three 
years of Friday nights at the coach 
house, stapling down tracks, applying 
synthetic grass and making sure ev- 
erything will fit together in time for 
the scheduled July 4 unveiling. 


THE TIME at the society building 


does not count the untold hours that 
members, such as Alva Roeske, for 
example, put in on a handmade model 
steam engine to haul the four coach 
and a caboose commuter train of the 
era. 


When the model Arlington Heights 


is completed, it will stretch north 
from the commuter station for about 
six square blocks, complete with 
banks, laundries, houses and shops. 


The focal point of the model village 


is a replica of the commuter station 
as it appeared m 1925, complete with 
Victorian scroll work around 
the 


eaves. The model, handbuilt over hun- 
dreds of hours, is being constructed 
from the station's original blueprints, 
provided by the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. 


ROBERT MOSKAL, assistant super- 


intendent of the Fox Valley Division 
of the National Model Railroad Assn., 
said the project, which has taken 
about three years so far, is a reflec- 
tion in the growing interest in model 
railroading. 


The enthusiasts, which include ju- 


nior high school students, accoun- 
tants, engineers and system analysts, 
are basically people who have never 
outgrown the fondness for model 
trains, he said. 


People like Roeske can take a flat 


piece of black nickel and lovingly 
work it into a working steam engine 
after 300 hours. Or Werner Fritsch, 
whose enthusiasm for the project 
keeps it rolling when the tiresome 
prospect of applying grass or manu- 
facturing trees from electrical wiring 
looms. 


"THERE IS MORE to this than just 


the model. There is a companionship 
you don't find everywhere. We have 
all sorts of people working together on 
this," Fritsch said.

"Anytime they have a chance, 


they put suspicion on me, make it 
look like I'm a guy who* has com- 
mitted many bad things." 


There have been stories that 


Ronnett is a Nazi. Or an agent of 
Moscow Communism. Alexander 
R o n n e t t pursues an opposite 


course, that of freedom champion 
and United States patriot by 
choice, not chance. 


"It's all IK) effect on me," said 


Ronnett about the 
propaganda 


leveled against him. His arm 
waved toward copies of "Poto- 
mac," the anti-communist quar- 
terly which Ronnett writes and fi- 
nances. 


"I write too many tilings," he 


said. "This is all English. I do a 
lot in Romanian, too." 


This battle against communism 


is his life and death struggle. It 
commands the few spare hours a 
man accumulates aside from run- 
ning general medicine and den- 
tistry practices.

The struggle never ends. It only 


changes directions. 


These days and nights, the fight 


is a personal one for Alexander 
Ronnett. He campaigns for his 
brother Vianor, a railroad engi- 
neer in communist Romania.

Pope makes Palm Sunday appeal: 
Teach Jesus' way to peace 


VATICAN CITY (UP!) — Pope 


Paul VI issued a Palm Sunday appeal 
to the young to teach the world that 
the way of Jesus leads to peace and 
brotherhood, and all other ways to 
violence, division, conflict and war. 


The 78-year-old pontiff spoke to 


more than 20,000 pilgrims crammed 
into St. Peter's Basilica — the largest 
church in Christendom — for the rit- 
ual blessing of the palm branches and 
the mass that opens Holy Week. 


The Pope said it was the young 


people who were the "most enthusias- 
tic and active (who) expressed them- 
selves with signs of daring, happiness 
and joy" in proclaiming Jesus the 
Messiah during the original Palm 
Sunday procession from the Mount of 
Olives into Jerusalem. 


Again today, the Pope said: "Which 


voices are best fitted to announce this 
blessed message to the world? They 
are the voices of the People of God — 
your voices young people, you who 
are assembled for this wonderful and 
mysterious rite." 


The Pope said that "by a fortunate 


and secret ripening of the times, it is 
the young people today, privileged 
groups of young people, who perceive 
and understand" that Jesus shows the 
way to salvation. 


"It is He, the Christ, who by placing 


Himself in the mainstream of civ- 
ilization, divides it into two different 
and often opposed currents," the pon- 
tiff said. 


"On one side — His side, that of 


Jesus Christ — there is the current of 
peace 
and 
universal brotherhood 


among those who are his followers. 
On the other is the streem of violence, 
division and conflict, and in the end 
that of war . . ." 


In Jerusalem, meantime, South Af- 


rican Prime Minister John Vorster 
prayed at Christian shrines and took 
part in an emotional encounter with a 
group of tourists from his homeland. 


The prime minister and his wife 


Irini attended hour-long Palm Sunday 
services at the Garden Tomb, one of 
two Jerusalem shrines reputed to be 
the tomb of Christ. 


The Vorsters sang hymns under the 


sunny, blue sky and then traveled by 
motorcade to the Mount of Olives, the 
site of Christ's ascension. 


"Where was Solomon's temple," 


Vorster asked a guide as he looked 
down on the gold and silver domes of 
the Moslem mosques in the walled, 
old city. 


The guide pointed to Mt. Moriah, 


the site of two of Islam's holiest mos- 
ques and the remains of the ancient 
Jewish temples. 


The Vorsters then visited the Gar- 


den of Gethsemane, where Jesus used 
to meet his disciples and found shelter 
after the Last Supper. They then 
drove into the Old City to the Wailing 
Wall, Judaism's most sacred site. 


Vorster stood a few feet from the 


wall, a side of the courtyard of 
Judaism's ancient second temple, 
while Jews continued to pray about 
him. 


Vorster, combining sightseeing and 


official visits during his four-day stay 
in Israel, also planned to stop in 
Nazareth during a visit to the north- 
ern Galilee region where Jesus spent 
his childhood.

Frisco commuters face worsening crisis 


Negotiations resumed Sunday in the 12-day strike that has para- 


lyzed San Francisco's public transportation, but a planned walkout 
Monday by drivers of Golden Gate Bridge commuter buses threat- 
ened to worsen the crisis. The Golden Gate drivers, who rejected a 
package that would bring them $28,725 a year by 1978 in pay and 
fringe benefits, transport 9,200 persons to San Francisco daily from 
outlying communities. Their walkout was expected to result in a 
massive jam of 7,000 more cars trying to cross the bridge In rush 
hour. To head off a huge driver crush, Golden Gate officials will let 
any car carrying three or more passengers cross the bridge toll- 
free.

Karen Ann Quintan's former guardian weighed Sunday a possible 


appeal of a court ruling granting the 22-year-old comatose girl's 
father the right to remove her life-sustaining medical equipment so 
she can "die with grace and dignity." Thomas R. Curin said he 
would decide sometime this week on appealing the New Jersey 
Supreme Court decision allowing Karen's adoptive father, Joseph 
Quintan, to turn off the respirator that has kept her alive for a year 
— since last April 14.

British, IRA battle near Armagh border 


British army troops and Irish Republican Army snipers fought a 


pitched gunbattle Sunday near the South Armagh border with the 
Irish Republic. In Belfast, police Sunday reported a sniper attack 
on a police station, a bombing and an attempted bombing. 


The army said it wounded two gunmen from the IRA's provision- 


al wing In the frontier exchange after about six IRA men opened 
fire on a foot patrol near Flurrybridge. The gunmen retreated. 
Snipers fired four shots into a police station in north Belfast but no 
one was injured. 


Lebanon's truce collapses 


BIERUT, 
Lebanon (UPD—Leba- 


non's 27th truce collapsed in fierce 
.fighting across the country Sunday 
after leftist parties denounced what 
they charged was a Syrian army in- 
vasion and warned of further blood- 
shed unless the Syrians withdrew. 


In Beirut, tank, artillery and mortar 


duels between rightists, leftists and 
rival Palestinian factions claimed at 
least 20 dead and 39 injured. 


The fighting erupted almost Imme- 


diately after leftist parties issued a 
stern statement which, despite its 
warning to Syria, said that the leftists 
would extend until the end of April the 
current truce that expires at noon 


Monday. 


The fighting appeared to be a free- 


for-all between Christian rightists and 
Moslem leftists, rebel Lebanese army 
troops and Syrian forces, and rival 
Palestinian guerrilla groups. 


In the southern port of Sidon, pro- 


Syrian Saiqa guerrillas enforcing a 
supply blockade against the leftist 
forces shelled and sank a ship carry- 
ing weapons, witnesses said. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley region, 


leftist Lebanese army troops skir- 
mished with Syrian armored columns 
reported advancing westward in the 
direction of Beirut from border out- 
posts they seized Friday. 


U.S. near 'cold war* 
policies: Schlesinger 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Former De- 


fense Secretary James R. Schlesinger 
said Sunday Soviet military buildups 
have forced the United States into pol- 
icies close to those of the "cold war" 
days of the 1950s. 


Schlesinger also said that during his 


term in office the administration had 
held cabinet-level discussions on giv- 
ing military aid to China, but it was 
not clear whether the discussions 
were during Richard M. Nixon's or 
Gerald Ford's administrations. 


Schlesinger indicated he might fa- 


vor such aid depending on the circum- 
stances. 


Later, the former defense secretary 


said he had been invited to China and 
would travel there sometime this 
summer. 


In a wide-ranging television inter- 


view (CBS' "Face the Nation"), 
Schlesinger also said: 


• It was "not my experience" that 


Nixon was "irrational" or "out of con- 
trol" during his final days in office 
such that the military command 
structure was threatened. 


• He had heard "some very pessi- 


mistic statements" from Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, but could 
not confirm whether Kissinger ever 
said the "day of the United States is 
over" as former naval chief of oper- 
ations Elmo Zumwalt has charged. 


Asked if there were any difference 


between current administration pol- 
icies of "peace through strength" and 
the 
cold war 
military buildups, 


Schlesinger said "I think they are 
very close." 


"I would hope there would be a 


tempering of some of the passions of 
the cold war period and that we could 
continue to negotiate," Schlesinger 
said. 


People Son of Bobby Riggs is found dead 


• The 22'year-old, unemployed son 


of tennis hustler Bobby Riggs was 
found dead in a Long Island rooming 
house with a "narcotics implement" 
nearby, authorities reported Sunday. 
Nassau County police said the body of 
James Riggs was found in his bed 
Saturday by a next-door roomer. Po- 
lice declined to Identify the narcotics 
implement or speculate on the cause 
of death, but said there was no in- 


dication of foul play. 


• Robert Wussler, 39, who started 


his career at CBS as mail room clerk, 
has been named president of the CBS 
television network. Wussler succeeds 
Robert Wood, who has resigned in or- 
der to organize his own production 
company in California that will create 
programs exclusively for CBS. 


• Movie actress Terry Moore has 


said she was married to billionaire 
Howard Hughes in the late 1940s, be- 
tween Hughes' marriages to socialite 
Ella Rice and Actress Jean Peters. 


The known facts about Hughes, who 
died last Monday, listed only mar- 
riages to Miss Rice, which ended in 
divorce in 1929, and that to Miss Pe- 
ters, in 1957. Miss Moore told inter- 
viewers the marriage lasted eight 
years, but declined to say where it 
took place or where they were di- 
vorced. She plans no claim against 
Hughes estate. 


• On the go: Agriculture Secretary 


Karl Butz left Sunday on a 20-day tour 
to 10 nations. His tour is to begin in 
New Zealand and Australia. He'll also 


visit Indonesia, Malaysia, and Sing- 
apore in Asia, and Greece, Bulgaria, 
Spain, Portugal and Switzerland . . . 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat ex- 
tended his visit to Austria for more 
talks with Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
on the Middle East and aid to Egypt. 
Sadat is on the final leg of a five- 
nation European tour. 


• Marvin L. Stone Sunday was 


named the third editor in the history 
of U.S. News and World Report. Stone 
will succeed Howard Flieger, who is 
retiring. 


In the capital itself, rival Lebanese 


and Palestinian factions traded fierce 
artillery and rocket fire across the 
battle lines dividing western Moslem 
Beirut from Christian eastern Beirut 
and the suburbs. The boom of artil- 
lery, the wail of sirens and the stac- 
cato of machine gun fire echoed 
throught the deserted streets. 


The 
five-hour leftist 
meeting, 


chaired by Socialist leader Kamal 
Jumblatt, ended with a stern warning 
to Syria. 


Reports reaching Beirut Sunday 


sadd Syrian troops entering from the 
north and east had seized 
three 


checkpoints in the eastern Bekaa Val- 
ley, driving out leftist Lebanese army 
forces after brief clashes. 


"The Lebanese nationalist move- 


ment draws the attention of our Syr- 
ian brothers to the gravity of military 
involvement via the entry of the Syr- 
ian army in an illegitimate manner," 


a leftist statement said. 


"This poses the gravest dangers," 


the statement said. "The nationalist 
forces urge the withdrawal of the Syr- 
ian army from Lebanese territory ... 
in order to avoid clashes with the na- 
tionalist movement and the Palesti- 
nian resistance that would only bene- 
fit the Israeli enemy." 


The statement, attacking all foreign 


intervention in the Lebanese crisis, 
also singled out the peace mission of 
U.S. special envoy Dean Brown. 


It called Brown's efforts "an Ameri- 


can scheme hostile to the Palestinian 
revolution and the nationalist move- 
ment." 


At the same time, the leftists said 


they preferred a "democratic political 
solution" to war and the current 
truce, the 27th in less than a year, 
would be extended until April 30 to 
give parliament time to elect a new 
president.

'Medicaid ripoff focus on nursing home industry 


by United Press International 


Federal and state officials in- 


vestigating what has been called "the 
billion dollar Medicaid ripoff" are 
concentrating their attention on the 
nation's nursing home industry. 


Health care for the elderly has be- 


come big business in recent years and 
the explosive growth of that industry 
dates back to enactment of the Medi- 
caid and Medicare programs in the 
mid-lDfios. 


Government 
investigators report 


that in 1976. nursing homes and sim- 
ilar facilities will collect *8.5 billion in 
revenues. For each $2 spent on nurs- 
ing home care in this country, $1 
comes from public funds. 


The amount being spent on this fac- 


et of health care Is causing the feder- 
al government and the states to take 


a closer look at where the Medicaid 
dollars have been going. 


"We just have to start hanging 


some people," said one congressional 
investigator. "The fraud and the 
abuse are just running into the bil- 
lions of dollars." 


One of the earliest indications of 


scandal was in New York, which 
spends $500 million for nursing home 
reimbursement and which receives 
about 25 per cent of the federal gov- 
ernment's total Medicaid allocation 
for those facilities. 


An Investigation last year by a leg- 


islative commission concluded nursing 
home operators "have a varied choice 
of methods to bilk the Medicaid pro- 
gram of tax dollars," including "dum- 
my" 
business relationships, mis- 


reporting of economic data and "no 
show" jobs. 


Similar practices were reported in 


other states. 


Nursing home owners are under in- 


dictment in New York, Massachu- 
setts, Illinois, Minnesota and Rhode 
Island and are being investigated by 
grand juries in many other states. In 
some areas, such as Iowa and Ver- 
mont, officials suspect abuses are tak- 
ing place but have not launched large- 
scale investigations. 


In Illinois, seven owners or part- 


owners were charged last month with 
conspiring to defraud the government 
of its right to operate the Medicaid 
program "free from deceit, craft, 
trickery, corruption, dishonesty, fraud 
and kickback." 


A random survey of 30 Florida nurs- 


ing homes by Human Resources Sec- 
retary William Page showed the 
state's Medicaid program had been 
charged for yacht and country club 
dues, trips to Hawaii and "expensive 
luxury automobiles not related to 
patient care." 


The nursing home scandal, govern- 


ment officials said, stems back to the 
size of the Medicaid and Title XIX 
programs. In administering a $17 bil- 
lion a year budget, they say, it is in- 
evitable problems will occur. 


"We know there are abuses taking 


place," sadd a U.S. attorney In one 
major city. "We've heard all the hor- 
ror stories, ranging from the lab kick- 
backs to nursing home ripoffs. But if 
we went out and investigated every 
allegation of inflated nursing home 
rates or illicit payments to medical 


labs or doctors who are getting rich 
because of Medicaid, we wouldn't 
have time to breathe." 


A major focus of the probes has 


been the reimbursement formula used 
to compensate the homes for patient 
care. In many states, the facilities 
submit 
inflated 
costs, 
while in- 


adequate financial reporting hampers 
enforcement. 


The allegations of fraud extend be- 


yond the operators to other providers, 
including physicians who get reim- 
bursed twice for the same calls or 
who make "walk throughs" of nursing 
homes on a regular basis and then 
charge Medicaid for private visits to 
as many as 10 or 20 patients. 


"Sure, we make money and many 


of the private homes are upping their 
(cost) figures," said the operator of a 


care facility in Iowa, "but we have to. 
Hell, let's fact it, we aren't a chari- 
table institution. People want private 
care, the government's willing to pay 
for it, so we'll give it to them." 


That abundance of state and federal 


Medicaid money led to the indictment 
of nursing home magnate Bernard 
Bergman in New York. Bergman 
pleased guilty to charges that he mas- 
termined a $1.2 million Medicaid rip- 
poff. 


Massachusetts 
authorities 
in- 


vestigated one of the nation's,major 
nursing home builders, the Kosow 
Brothers, for excessive profits and for 
involvement in a scheme by which 
constant changes in ownership of 
nursing homes had the state paying 
costs of those facilities two or time 
times.

do is establish communications be- 
tween the board, the parents and the 
teachers," Canupp said. "I want some 
three-way communication going. And 
I want to start delving into the budget 
situation in detail." 


One of the main issues in this year's 


election in Dist. 59 is whether the 
board should take steps to pull the 
district from its more than 15-year 
deficit position. This school year, the 
district was forced to issue teachers' 
orders, a method of borrowing mon- 
ey to pay salaries, to meet the budget. 


The board recently agreed to pare

in the district. A total of 720 persons 
voted in the election, compared to 752 
in 1975, when four candidates com- 
peted for two 3-year seats on the 
board, and one ran uncontested for a 
one-year term. 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 


Uncontested incumbents Sallyanne 


Okuno and Alan Krinsky retained 
their seats on the Prospect Heights 
Dist.

Mrs. 
Okuno received 47 votes to

were cast. There are several thousand 
registered voters in the district.

CAN SHARKS HEAR BETTER THAN 
THEY CAN SEE? 


Mention the word "shark" to some- 


one and most probably he wilt think of 
a huge and terrifying man-eater. 
True, there are man-eating sharks, 
and they are right scary creatures. 
But the whole story of sharks is not 
told if only the man-eaters are men- 
tioned. Of the 250 or so species of 
sharks, only about 25 have been 
known to attack human beings. 


Sharks can be found living in alt the 


oceans of the world, from the subpo- 
lar regions to the wanner tropical 
seas. Some kinds prefer the deeper 
parts of the ocean, while others are 
found near the surface. A few species 
inhabit inshore coastal waters, and 
others roam far out to sea. There are 
even sharks that swim up rivers, and 
a few live entriely in fresh water. 


MARK TRAIL 


While sharks vary greatly in their 


habits, they have a number of things 
in common. Their bodies are all built 
along the lines of a torpedo, enabling 
them to swim gracefully through the 
water. They are powerful swimmers, 
capable of gieat bursts of speed when 
necessary. It is difficult to clock a 
speeding shark, but it is known that 
some species can reach speed of 43 
miles per hour. And that is much fas- 
ter than a man can run 


All species of sharks are meat-ea- 


ters, and most of them are not too 
fussy about what kind of meat they 
eat Many sharks are scavengers, eat- 
ing dead fish found in the sea In this 
role they play an important part in 
marine ecology by keeping the ocean 
clean. Given a choice, however, they 
prefer fresh meat, and they are well- 
equipped to find it 


Sharks have a highly developed 


sense of smell They can detect some 
odors, such as blood, from one-quar- 
ter of a mile away. They also have 


excellent hearing and can hpar a 
struggling fish or human swimmer 
from a distance of 1,000 yards What's 
more, sharks also can feel vibrations 
in the water, using an organ called a 
lateral line system. This organ keeps 
them in touch with their environment 
and is found in most fishes. 


Perhaps the shark's weakest weap- 


on in his predatory arsenal is his 
sense of sight Even though sharks 
cannot see clear, sharp details, they 
do use their eyes in attacking prey. 
Bright or shiny objects attract them, 
as well as movement in the water or 
a sharp contrast between dark and 
light. 


At one time, sharks were important 


to man as a source of vitamin A, 
which is found in their livers. How- 
ever, since scientists discovered an in- 
expensive method of producing this 
vitamin, the need for shark liver has 
lessened. Commercial fishermen now 
catch sharks mainly for their hides, 


which makes an excellent leather, and 
their flesh, which is eaten in some 
countries. 


Sharks are unpredictable creatures. 


On any given occasion, they may at- 
tack or ]ust as easily swim away. 
While only a handful of the total spe- 
cies has been known to attack human 
beings, none of them makes a good 
swimming companion 
And a good 


rule of thumb is to sit on the beach 
when they are around

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The way we see it 
Let's solve fiscal crisis 


It is becoming increasingly 


clear that the only long range 
solution to the continuing crisis 
in state funding of education is a 
tax increase. 


It is also clear that the Illinois 


General Assembly must face 
that fact as it considers the 
budget for the 1976-77 fiscal year 
this spring. 


The fight over state school aid 


can be divided into two separate 
Issues — the argument over defi- 
ciency appropriations to replace 
the budget cuts made last year 
by Gov. Daniel Walker and the 
debate over the level of funding 
needed by the schools next year. 


The deficiency appropriations 


are probably the least of the 
problems, though they may gen- 


erate the most violent debate be- 
cause of the present financial 
condition of the Chicago public 
schools. 


The most pressing deficiency 


appropriation is the proposed 
$33.5 million in funds for special 
education, money that would be 
used to- reimburse school dis- 
tricts for expenditures made 
during the 1974-75 year. The leg- 
islature should pass that appro- 
priation. 


The $66 million general school 


aid deficiency appropriation is 
another matter. There is no more 
evidence today that the state 
can afford this expenditure than 
there was last fall. School dis- 
tricts, with the exception of the 
chronically irresponsible Chi-

cago public schools, have by and 
large adjusted to that cut and 
made the deficiency unneces- 
sary. 


What Is important is to insure 


that the state's failure to fully 
fund the general school aid for- 
mula this year is not continued 
for still another year. Two con- 
secutive years of shortchanging 
the schools is enough. 


Full funding of the school aid 


formula is estimated to require 
the total amount of the state's 
revenue growth next year. It is 
clear two years of short appro- 
priations cannot be assured 
within the present tax structure. 


Therefore the legislature final- 


ly will have to face the fact that 
an increase in the state levels 
tax is needed. Such an increase 
will be politically unpopular, but 
it is also the most responsive 
way to approach the continuing 
state financial problems. 


The worst course of action 


would be to let the state continue 
with its present financial prob- 
lems with no effort to find a so- 
lution. Platitudes are not good 
enough — the state's schools and 
voters need decisive action.

the Issue with semantics. Mr. Farrell 
indicates that nuclear waste is not 
trucked to the Morris fuel reprocess- 
ing plant. Technically this is true. The 
fact remains, however, that biologi- 
cally hazardous materials are trans- 
ported across our highways, with min- 
imal supervision, to a nuclear fuel 
reprocessing plant, which is not pre- 
sently operable. Mr. Farrell Indicates 
that the politicians must decide "to 
allow used fuel to be reprocessed in

the United States." In reality the Mor- 
ris plant is not operable due to tech- 
nological failure. Estimates range 
from three to seven years to correct 
the problems. In the interim, the 
spent fuel Is being stored in increas- 
ing amounts at Morris. 


Mr. Farrell further states that we 


should support the nuclear industry 
because he "wants to leave his chil- 
dren an environment with fit air to 
breathe." The potential for ecological 
disrupton, sabotage (see Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientist, Nov. 1974), nu- 
clear war (India developed their 
atomic bomb from nuclear "waste" 
procured from the nuclear power 
plant provided to them from Canada), 
nuclear blackmail, genetic and meta- 
bolic damage to biological organisms 
(which include children), etc. are 
risks which I am not willing to subject 
upon people and other living things of 
this and future generations (Pluto- 
nium, a by-product of and fuel for nu- 
clear power generation, has a min- 
imum 100,000 year biological toxicity 
and a market value equal to pure He- 
roin — again see Bulletin of Atomic 
Scientists). 


Finally, to call solar energy an "un- 


proven, undeveloped, potential tech- 
nology" is a half-truth. Over the past 
year I have seen a proliferation of so- 
lar technologies which Is truly re- 
markable. Solar heating and air con- 
ditioning are part of today's energy 
sources for non-traditional, forward- 
thinking individuals. The problem of 
electrisal production is more difficult, 
but not a century away. I refer, Mr. 
Farrell, to the Solar King Co. in 


Bridgeport, Texas, which is devel- 
oping a silicon expansion solar elec- 
trical technology which the Federal 
Energy Research and Development 
administration calls a possible tech- 
nological breakthrough. 


I ask Mr. Farrell and all other nu- 


clear proponents to consider clean so- 
lar energy and energy conservation as 
solutions to the world's energy crisis 
rather than a proliferation of the po- 
tentially lethal nuclear industry.

Nuclear power questioned 


R. E Farrell, whose letter promot- 


ing the seriously endangered nuclear 
industry appeared in The Herald of 
March 20, implies that used nuclear 
fuel is a safe substance. It is not, for 
it contains the highly radioactive 
wastes themselves which are to be 
separated in the re-processing activi- 
ty. Among the wastes are elements 
such as 239 Plutonium, considered by 
many to be the most dangerous sub- 
stance to have been created by man. 
The Moms plant (a $200 million fail- 
ure of General Electric), where used 
fuel is being stored pending the com- 
pletion of a working facility, is a de 
facto waste storage area for dan- 
gerous products of the nuclear fuel 
cycle. 


Mr. Farrell has either not seen or 


has ignored considerable criticism of 
nuclear industry safety within the sci- 
entific community which appears to 
be unassailable. He also ignores stud- 
ies indicating that a serious con- 
servation effort, costing even billions 
of dollars yearly, could eliminate the 
need for nuclear energy, actually sav- 
ing money over the long term, until 
the sun's energy can be harnessed. 
We do not need extra power for facto- 
ries now, we need only to eu'minte the 
vast present waste by channelling it 
into use. He does not know of studies 
indicating that after several decades 
of expensive exponential construction 
of many nuclear plants, there would 
be no net energy produced for man's 
use. This because of the enormous in- 
puts of energy into plant construction, 
the extraction of uranium ore, its con- 
centration and enrichment, reprocess- 
ing and finally long term storage of 
radioactive wastes.

homes were destroyed by the 
Great Chicago Fire of October 
1871 were the great-grandparents 
of Leona Auer of Palatine. Her 
story wins this week's $5 award.

My great-grandmother, Eliza- 


beth Sebastian, was a child of 8 
when she and her family came to 
the United States from Germany 
about 1848. They settled on the 
Near North Side of Chicago but 
abandoned the area within a few 
months because of an invasion ot 
wild buffalo. 


The family moved to a farm in 


Long 
Grove, where Elizabeth 


grew to womanhood and married. 
The newlyweds moved back to 
Chicago, established their home 
and proceeded to raise a family. 


They were living at Sedgwick 


and Eugenie streets in 1871 at the 
time of the Great Chicago Fire. 
John Sebastian, my grandfather, 
was a boy of 14 at that time. 


THE FRANTIC family could 


see the fire approaching their 
area. Hastily they packed tip all 
they could carry. Their few chick- 
ens, ducks and pigeons and a pair 
of goats were entrusted to the 
boy, John. He hitched the goats to 
a small wagon, tied the chicken 
coops on top and started on his 
way by foot, while his parents and 
younger brothers and sister went 
by train to Long Grove. 
What a long 
difficult 
trip that 


must have been for a 14-year old! 
On the way, one of the goats died, 
and John continued his journey 
with the one remaining. 


Somehow they all arrived safely 


and stayed with old friends, the 
Zimmer family, who at that time 
owned what is now the Village 
Tavern in Long Grove. 


AFTER THE FIRE burned out. 


the Sebastians went back and 


readers 
remember 


joined others like themselves who 
were searching for their land, 
their homes and anything that 
could be salvaged. While picking 
their way through the ruins, many 
persons were injured, falling into 
rubble-covered foundations. One 
woman fell into what was pre- 
viously the outhouse, which, of 
course, had burned to the ground. 


But the Sebastians rebuilt their 


home in the same spot, and, to the 
best of my knowledge, it still 
stands. Later it was sold to a 
grandson who found burned lum- 
ber and other evidences of the fire 
under the building when he ex- 
cavated the basement. 


My grandfather, the boy who 


made the journey to Long Grove 
on foot, later married and lived in 
Arlington Heights. He had a total 
of 12 children, including triplets. 
His mother, Elizabeth, died in 
1924 at the age of 86.

hilarated over his two-day campaign 
swing in Texas, President Ford is 
planning to return to the Lone Star 
state for another "delegate hunt." 
Before the end of the month, in- 
dicating confidence he can beat Ron- 
ald Reagan in the May 1 Republican 
primary. 


Ford was back at the White House 


Sunday, but his family will be fanning 
out the next two weeks to keep his 
candidacy alive in Texas. His son 
Jack, 24, will camppaign in Texas 
three days this week, starting Mon- 
day, and Betty Ford will travel to the 
state April 19, the day after Easter, 
for three days. 


Ford and his wife attended Palm 


Sunday services at St. John's Episco- 
pal Church near the White House. The 
President then caught up on paper- 
work and relaxed a little after two 
days of campaigning in Texas. 


WINDING UP two days of public 


appearances at a last stop in Ama- 
rillo, Tex., Saturday night, Ford told 
supporters, "Crowds had been good 
and the reaction of the people has 
been excellent," 


"We started out as an underdog but 


we could surprise them," said Ford, 
referring to reports Reagan is ahead 
in Texas. 


Ford traveled in the state with Sen. 


John Tower, his Texas campaign 


chairman. Tower is a conservative 
leader among Republicans, and has 
been saying Ford could win a national 
election but Reagan could not. 


Tower told reporters on Air Force 


One returning to Washington Ford 
wiE get a majority of the Texas GOP 
delegates. 


Ford will be returning to Texas

Sunday after boasting unemployment 
is dropping faster than he thought and 
might be under 7 per cent by year's 
end.

nation, Ronald Reagan, was in Seattle 
Saturday night calling for a return of 
all welfare and education programs to 
the states.

18-year-old Alexander 


Ronnett. 


Others were not so fortunate 


Many of Ronnett's fnends were 
shot Their corpses would remain 
in the streets, untouched for days, 
a warning that you did not mess 
with the Romanian government 


A LAST-MINUTE decision sav- 


ed Ronnett from execution on the 
December day in 1938 after his ar- 
rest Ronnett had already been 
placed before the firing squad 
when permission to execute him 
was denied. 


The government sent Ronnett to 


six months solitary confinement 
at Aiud Prison in Transylvania. 


Four trials, many prisons and 


two years later, Ronnett was set 


free. The charges against him? 
Ronnett just shakes his head. 
They thought he knew something. 


All those months, Ronnett lived 


behind locked doors. Solitary con- 
finement at Aiud came first It 
was the worst. That's what Ron- 
nett cannot forget. 


"You have a crystal that cannot 


be changed, that remains with 
you," said Ronnett. "It may lose 
its brilliance, but it never dimin- 
ishes from the soul. 


"These are experiences that you 


cannot discard, that you cannot 
forget. I'm not separated from it 
yet" 


THEY CHAINED Ronnett's legs 


together at Aiud. His excrement 
accumulated in a wooden box 


What Alexander ate could not 


be called food. 


"At one time, I had the vagina 


from a cow right in my bowl," 
said Ronnett. "I used to chew ten- 
dons until there was nothing left tt 
chew Then I'd suck on the bones 


For six months at Aiud, Ronnett 


never saw the moon, sunshine or 
stars His skin turned gray He 
was not allowed any spoken 
words, not even to himself 


"I must have had a very strong 


nature," Alexander said, after we 
had talked nearly four hours. "I 
knew if I didn't succeed, I'd de- 
stroy myself. I was fortunate. 
Some people cracked up. Some 
went completely insane " 


There is no perfect ending to Al- 


exander Ronnett's story. That is 
because his work has not finished. 
He came to the United States in 
1950 and served in our Army. 


His children grew up here. Al- 


exander and Helga Ronnett have 
three daughters. Their's is a bet- 
ter world. Their concerns are fine 
grades. Their father's concern 
was staying alive 


Alexander Ronnett Is a thankful 


man. He found the United States. 
"I'm one who believes in absolute 
commitment When I came here, I 
said this was going to be my coun- 
try " 


And he would have this be his 


brother's country, too But there 
will be more hard work, more 
writing and more calling his con- 
gressman before Alexander Ron- 
nett can see his brother Vianor 
again.

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Fund raising 


For Lorrie Giblin, it's a job that never ends 


by BARBARA LADD 


Raising money for any cause is a 


tough job In today's penny-pinching 
economy. From the nickel-and-dime 
lemonade stands in summer to lavish 
sit-down dinner banquets, the key to 
success lies with the project's organ- 
izer. 


No one knows that better than Lor- 


rie Giblin, Schaumburg. 


Mrs. Giblin. director of volunteer 


services for Illinois Children's Home 
and Aid Society (ICH&A), Chicago, is 
responsible for raising more than 
$300,000 every year. Though on the job 
for less than two years, she's expert 
in the how-to's of fund-raising. 


"I DON'T THINK anyone realizes 


the extent of responsibility and varie- 
ty o/ problems which have to be 
solved," said Mrs. Giblin, who over- 
sees 23 volunteer auxiliaries through- 
out the state. 


Obviously, planning the actual fund- 


raiser is an almost unending lesson in 
details, involving seating arrange- 
ments, invitations, floor plans, enter- 
tainment and bookkeeping. But the 


hardest part of her job is "getting 
people to understand the cause their 
time and money is going for," she 
said. "You wouldn't think that would 
be so, but it is." 


The ICH&A deals with adoptive 


placement for infants and older chil- 
dren, pre-adoptive, long-term and 
group foster care, child/family coun- 
s e 1 i n g , residential treatment for 
emotionally disturbed children, family 
preventive programs aimed at early 
problem detection and intervention, 
and maternity counseling to help the 
unmarried pregnant parent plan for 
the future of herself and her child. 


TO MAKE HER cause understood, 


Mrs. Giblin writes brochures, news- 
letters and slide shows for volunteers 
and contributors, "Besides spending 
lots of time on the phone," she said. 


The $300,000 success depends large- 


ly on how excited she makes others 
concerning her cause, she said. 


Once people are committed to rais- 


ing money for the ICH&A, there 
arises the crucial problem of how to 
do it. Again, Mrs. Giblin is an expert, 


relying on her fund-raising back- 
ground which started years ago when 
she organized her high school pep 
club in Wisconsin. 


"I'VE DONE A lot of groundwork 


since then," she said, listing commu- 
n i t y activities including theater 
groups and historical 
restorations 


which involved fund-raising and or- 
ganization. From her various experi- 
ences she has accumulated fund-rais- 
ing tactics, events, ideas and philo- 
sophies. 


"Many fund-raisers want all new 


ideas, but I think if one certain activi- 
ty proves successful, keep it," she 
said. 


With success, she said, the organ- 


izers become more efficient and more 
confident in the actual planning. Also, 
people in the community begin to look 
forward to and expect the same 
event, giving a lot of word-of-mouth 
publicity. 


FUND-RAISING BENEFITS she's 


been involved with through her aux- 
iliaries include dinner dances, auc- 
tions, restaurant openings, store open- 


ings, fashion shows and madrigal din- 
ners. 


In planning these, she said it is im- 


portant to first decide what event is 
compatible with the group sponsoring 
it and with the people who are invited. 
Ages, hobbies, and lifestyles all need 
to be considered in the decision, she 
said. 


Then the organizers must under- 


stand the reason for the fund-raising, 
so the scope of the event is more than 
simply social, "although that is an 
important part of it." 


SHE CITED an event she and her 


husband, Ken, attended 'at which she 
overheard someone at her table ask 
what the charity dinner was for. "I 
couldn't believe it," she said. "Here 
he had come to this dinner, paid for it 
and still didn't know why he was 
there " 


If the planners lose sight of the pur- 


pose behind their work, certainly the 
guests will, too, she said. "It sort of 
defeats the purpose." 


Besides motivating and educating 


the volunteers to ICH&A goals, she

helps them plan events and iron out 
problems.

Legislator 
glad to be 
retiringo

WASHINGTON - There's a com- 


fortable, big house on a bluff over- 
looking the Mississippi River in St. 
Louis. Congresswoman Leonor Kret- 
zer Sullivan owns it and can hardly 
wait to occupy it full-time. 


Mrs. Sullivan, the dean of the 18 ' 


women in Congress, is tired. She's 
also disenchanted with the Washing- 
ton scene. 


"All my life I've gotten up each 


morning just waiting to go to the 
job," she told me as we sat in her 
rose-filled office (her constituents sent 
the flowers) talking of her years on 
Capitol Hill. 


"Now when I get up, I don't have 


that same happiness." 


"I'm 
not disgruntled," said the 


Democratic congresswotnan who at 
the end of 1976 will finish 24 con- 
secutive years in the House, 30 years 
in the capital. 


"RATHER, I'M DISTURBED at 


what's happening to the whole govern- 
ment . . . the corruption that always 
goes on ... 
the lack of morals, the 


lack of moral fiber is pervasive . . . 
too many people thinking 'so what?' I 
find this even in the attitude of people 
who take on legislation. 


"What Watergate has done has 


made distrust. . . 


"I've fought all I know how to fight 


a^d sometimes feel I can't make a 
dent." 


I asked Mrs. Sullivan whether re- 


tirement from the legislative halls 
was not something like taking a pow- 
der at a critical time in the nation's 
history. 


"Maybe other people can change 


things," said Mrs. 
Sullivan, a slim 


and handsome woman with short, 
graying hair. She wouldn't tell her 
age, but some sources put her about 
72. She looks younger. 


THE CONGRESSWOMAN is 
ada- 


mant about not seeking reelection, but 
she did say, "I couldn't stay idle. I'm 
not job hunting. I just want to do what 
I want when I want. . . 


"I want to experience the unfamil-

Being in Congress, the only woman

Very fine new needle a must in sewing silk 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 


1 finally got the courage from you to make a shirt 


of pure silk. The fabric is so sheer and different 
from any fabric I have worked on before that I real- 
ly could have used more information. My biggest 
problem seemed to come from the machine stitch- 
ing. Wherever I have stitched a seam, the threads of 
the silk seem to be pulled. Should I have sewed over 
tissue paper? —Virginia S. 


Dear Virginia, 


Tissue paper is often used under pure silk chiffon 


because it slips so easily, and stitching through the 
paper keeps the seams more stable. Your problem is 
a simple one to answer and one that I hope everyone 
will remember. 


When sewing silk, you must use a very fine needle, 


not a ball point, and be sure the needle has never 
been used. Once a needle is used, especially with 
polyesters or any synthetics that actually dull a 
needle, it will pierce the threads of your fabric and 
cause them to look pulled (there is no way you can 
erase this look). 


I CAN'T STRESS too often or too much the impor- 


tance of the proper machine needle. Many women 
feel the only time to change to a new needle is when 
the original needle breaks. I think you should use a 
new sewing machine needle with every new garment 
you make. It is the cheapest way to guarantee a 
beautiful stitch with no pulls. 


When you replace a needle, be sure to destroy the 


one you have removed. If you save it, you will use it 
again at the wrong time. Incidentally, when replac- 
ing the needle, be sure you get the new needle all the 
way up in the slot and in the proper position. The 
curved side of the top of the needle should be placed 
according to the position you will be threading your 
needle. Some machines are threaded from left to 
right, others from right to left, and still others from 
front to back. The position of the needle Is very 
important for perfect stitching. 


Dear Eunice, 


My favorite blouse pattern fits me perfectly and I 


Sew simple 


can make it without checking and re-checking my 
pattern instructions. -I would love to use this same 
pattern for a sleeveless blouse, but the pattern calls 
for sleeves. Can I still use this pattern and cut my 
own facings? —Mrs. M.S. 


Dear Mrs. M.S., 


There is a slight change you must make before 


cutting your blouse. The armholes on a sleeveless 
garment must be cut higher than one with sleeves. 
Place another piece of paper under your pattern at 
the underarm area. Cut the armhole at least Vz to 
5/8 inch higher, curving up to nothing at the notches 
in front and back. Also, you will probably find that 
the blouse should be taken in at the side seams about 
Va inch to make the armhole smaller. 


After fitting the garment, to be sure the armhole is 


fitting properly, you may cut the armhole facing 
from the new pattern and apply it as you would any 
facing. Be sure to clip the seam allowance at the 
underarm curves after stitching the facing to gar- 
ment. This will release the fabric and the results will 
be a nice smooth facing with no pulling areas. 


ONE LAST TIP would be to understitch the facing. 


This means to bring all the seams toward the facing 
and machine-stitch close to the seam on the facing 
itself. This stitching will prevent the facing from 
slipping out and showing from the right side. Don't 
whip the entire facing to the armhole. The in- 
dentation will show and make the garment look 
homemade. For a professional finish, simply tack 
the facing at the shoulder and underarm seams.

Dear Readers, 


Lately, I have had many letters from you asking 


about planning wardrobes for spring and summer 
holidays in warm climates. This could include 
cruises in the Caribbean or southern Europe or trips 
to Mexico or Hawaii. Actually, the very same ward- 
robe ideas will be perfect for any of us who live in a 
warm climate and need ideas for summer dressing. 


First, careful planning is most important. I would 


strongly suggest an unconstructed blazer type jacket 
as the mainstay of my wardrobe. This can be used 
with skirts (both long and short), pants and dresses. 
Since it will be unlined, long sleeves might be prefer- 
able. 


Almost everyone wears pants for traveling. They 


do seem to be the most comfortable for long plane 
trips. Skirts are a great addition to any wardrobe. A 
sleeveless swe'ater or shell plus some long-sleeved 
shirts can complete this ensemble. You may also 
like to add a sleeveless vest which could double as a 
blouse or can be worn over a blouse. 


MOST IMPORTANT to remember is that casual 


dressing is the secret. There are very few places 
where women dress elegantly when traveling. You'll 
have more fun if you don't have to fuss too much 
with your clothes. Almost all fabrics are wrinkle free 
and easy care today. 


Since most warm climates beckon you with swim- 


ming or sunning, a swim suit is very important. But, 
even more important is a cover-up which takes you 
from the beach to the bedroom. It could be a caftan, 
a wrap skirt, a kimono type wrap or an easy fit 
shift. It can be popped over your suit In an instant 
and take you shopping, walking through lobbies or 
on the beach, and it can also double as a lounging 
cover-up in your room. 


DON'T TAKE TOO many clothes — they can be a 


burden. I have found that the simplest type garment 


in a pretty, flattering color can be as dressy as you 
will need. If you are planning a halter type dress, 
you must consider a shawl for a cover-up; every 
place you go will probably be air-conditioned. 


May I add a personal tip for all of you who will be 


traveling? Spend a few extra pennies (it isn't ex- 
pensive) and take insurance for your luggage. I 
speak from sad experience; both my luggage and 
my husband's have been lost forever from holidays 
of this type. Many people travel today, and luggage 
is one of the big problems. Be sure to protect your- 
self from this loss.

Pacemaker might 
help heart block 


I have had complete heart block since 1971 and my pulse rite is 


between 41 and 44. I am 59 years old and my general health li 
excellent. In 1971 my doctor consulted with the hospital Internist 
and they decided not to use a pacemaker for another 10 yean. I 
was told not to do anything too physical and to avoid becoming over 
tired. 


Trying to take care of my home Is practically impossible since 


my vitality is very low. My understanding of the reason for not 
giving me a pacemaker is that I would be relying on something 
mechanical with the chance of a malfunction. In my opinion I 
would rather lake the chance of a malfunction if the pacemaker 
would help me become more normal. I respect my doctor's opinion 
but do not fully understand it. Is the prognosis in such cases bad? 
Is the care of a pacemaker too demanding? These questions ire 
unanswered in my mind and I would appreciate any information 
jmi can give me. 


Ask your doctor to send you to a cardiac clinic at a nearby 


medical center or medical university. The decision on whether to 
use a pacemaker or not would be influenced by the over-all condi- 
tion of your heart, but if there are no other unusual characteristics 
to your heart and your low heart rate is causing you to have limited 
vitality, then it certainly should be considered. 


Implanting cardiac pacemakers is no longer difficult and they are 


very reliable. Perhaps one of the best known public figures with a 
cardiac pacemaker is the former Justice Douglas of the Supreme 
Court. He had used one for years before he developed his later 
illnesses and during this period was physically vigorous and often 
hiked great distances. 


There Is a lot of difference In an Individual's response to heart 


block. Some individuals with heart block can speed up their heart 
rate enough to increase the amount of blood pumped by the heart to 
enable them to exercise a great deal. One of my earliest cases with 
this problem had a blockage between the top and bottom of the 
heart because of a birth defect. He had a slow resting heart rate 
but could run on the treadmill for quite some time and was able to 
significantly increase his heart rate. Until his condition was found 
wfth an electrocardiogram, he had been a jet pilot in the United 
States Air Force. 


COMPLETE HEART block prevents the normal impulse from 


passing from the top to the bottom of the heart. This usually results 
in a fairly slow heart rate. If the heart rate is too slow, then the 
circulation is compromised to the point -that fainting spells and 
other complications occur. In any case I would like to encourage 
you to obtain consultation from a cardiac center to see if you 
couldn't benefit at this time from one of the modern pacemakers 
available. The block you have between the top and bottom of the 
heart is not the same thing as a block to the right (right bundle 
branch block) or left (left bundle branch block) side of the heart. 
These do not need a pacemaker.

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Sublety key to eye make-up

Why don't you go paint your 


•yes? Draw on them. Create a 
persona men will find bewitching. 


At the least, it passes time on a 


rainy day. 


Vivian Lee knows precisely how 


to do it. She's a make-up artist at 
New York's fashionable . Pierre 
Michel hair salon, a suite of mir- 
rored rooms where whirring 
dryers compete with throbbing 
disco music and feathery male op- 
erators saunter around with shirts 
unbuttoned to their waists and 
gold chains on their necks. 


"I distinguish make-up accord- 


ing to eye color and skin tones, 
not hair color," says Miss Lee. 
"If a woman has a ruddy com- 
plexion, I won't put a red blusher 
on her. I'll tone her down with 
brown and rust. And if she has a 
yellow cast to her skin, I'll tone 
her over to rose." 


BUT ON TO THE eyes. On 


them, she uses her most treasured 
tools — crayons and brushes — 
which she stores in a fishing 
tackle box. 


"Always use sable brushes," 


she says, "because you get an 
even application and the product 
will stay on." 


The first step is to apply con- 


cealing cream under the eyes "to 
hide the dark." Then a dab of lid 
foundation on the upper lid for an 
even skin tone and to provide a 
base for the shadow. 


"Now, 
say I'm doing brown 


eyes," she says. "Uusing a me- 
dium width shadow brush — or 
any size you're comfortable with 
— mix brown and green shadow 
on it. Working from the outside 
corner of the eye in, apply the 
shadow three-quarters of the way 
in. Next, I may take a light shade 
of apricot and, with a rounded 
brush, work in the apricot in the 
inner corner of the upper lid and 
on the eyebrow bone. This opens 
up the eye and gives it a smoky, 
smudged look." 


GET READY: here come the 


crayons. 


"Using a green crayon," she 


says, "stroke it on the inside of 
the lower lid and in the inner cor- 
ner of the top lid. Instead of using 
eye liner, now, apply a brown 
crayon on the upper lid, but don't 
forget to bring it all around the 
eye and under it. That prevents 


the eye from looking top heavy." 


Blending after each application 


is essential, of course, so that all 
this labor isn't obvious. 


She recommends lilac shadow 


for green and brown eyes, too, 
and gray shadow for blue eyes. 
"But I won't put green eye shad- 
ow on a green-eyed woman with- 
out mixing it with brown or gray 
because all you'll notice, then, is 
the green eye shadow and not the 
eyes." 


TO FINISH THE job, use an 


eyelash curler and "a couple of 
coats of mascara — black or, for 
a more subtle look, brown." 


Madeline Mono has a less de- 


tailed eye in mind. A transplanted 
English actress, she opened her 
own cosmetic company in 1974, 
specializing in eyes. Indian Eyes 
she calls her crayons and brushes 
which are sold in better depart- 


ment stores. 


"My crayons," she says, "are 


flat or elliptical for better appli- 
cations and they come in six col- 
ors, from brown to violet and sil- 
ver." 


Color, she says, should com- 


plement the eye. "I have brown 
eyes and I stick to beiges, browns 
and gold for evening. 


"I apply eye shadow by gently 


stroking the brush across the 
shadow, then covering the entire 
eyelid with gentle strokes, work- 
ing outwards and upwards. I like 
to see it carried right up to the 
brow and a little bit deeper in the 
crease line." 


MISS MONO, a fairly com- 


plectioned woman with dark hair, 
prefers a rather stark, dramatic 
look. She wears brown lipstock, no 
apparent blusher and likes to em- 
phasize her eyes with a short 
black crayon lightly stroked on 
the lower Hd. 


Her crayons sell for $3.50 each 


and her bamboo-stemmed brushes 
are sold as one unit, five for $17, 
including a bamboo caddy. 


Any brushes or crayons that 


succeed will do, though. As Vivian 
Lee points out, "Color and con- 
sistency of the product are what 
you consider. It takes time and 
money to find what works for you, 
but it's worth it." 


Once you find it, sit back and 


practice. Even Cher didn't learn 
to make-up overnight.

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How to protect yourself against purse snatchers 


Of all the victimizing In the nation, three categories 


are particularly repugnant: male against female, young 
against old. and race against race. Unfortunately, all 
three of the situations often come together in the bom- 
mission of one crime endemic to Americ's urban 
streets: purse snatching. 


Not usually the most heinous of criminal actions, nor 


the most costly, purse snatching nevertheless is one of 
the most psychologically fearsome offenses in the na- 
tion. Victims are extraordinarily vulnerable. Offenders 
seek targets who are least able to resist. 


And because the crime occurs so randomly, and so 


precariously, there is always the chance an incident 
will escalate into violence. Regularly, it seems, there is 
a small story in the press about women beaten to death 
with their own pocketbooks. 


WHAT'S MORE fearsome is that there are the afore- 


mentioned elements of prey involved. No studies of vic- 
timization are available for the 82.000 purse snatchings 
reported in the nation each year f there may be several 
times this number unreported). but a recent survey of 
the crime In Wilmington, Del., is illustrative. 


That survey, conducted by an FBI-police crime resis- 


tance unit, indicates that of sampled victims 72 per 
cent were elderly white and of sampled offenders 92 per 
cent were black males usually between 13 and 21 years 
old. 


The male-female, young-old, black-white repetitions 


should not be all that surprising. Even the perpetrating 
kids are aware of the connections. In interviews with 
Wilmington authorities, the youths explained that old 


victims are weaker than young and that elderly whites 
are thought to have more money in their purses than 
elderly blacks. 


Besides this, black youths say they could be more 


easily recognized by a black victim, and that, in any 
event, there is something of an implied political value 
in ripping off people of the other race. 


THE CONVERSATIONS with the delinquents, by the 


way, produced more than just rationales for methods of 
operations. The Wilmington snatchers also had sound 
advice for elderly women walking the streets of Amer- 
ica today: if confronted by a young thug, don't fight 
back. This may seem self-serving for the hoodlums, but 
it shouldn't be simply dismissed. 


The elderly are not generally a match for a youthful 


thief, for one thing, and, for another, any resistance can 
be inflammatory. The kids are partially on ego trips 
when thieving, testing their manhood, etc. — and as 
Damon Runyan said, "The battle may not always go to 
the strong, but that's the way to bet." 


And so is there no security for women on the streets? 


Police say there are precautions to take that are limit- 
ed only by the imagination. Here again the opinions of 
the interviewed offenders are of value. The delinquents 
say women should carry their money in their shoes (or 
at least not in their pocketbooks), should not dress up lo 
go to the bank (they insist somebody with money looks 
and acts differently than someone without), and should 
not walk alone. 


The latter suggestion Is most important. The Wil- 


mington survey found that three of four sampled vic- 
tims were alone at the time they were robbed. Wilming- 
ton police are now trying to encourage students to vol- 
unteer time in an escort service for the elderly. Police 
themselves might be persuaded to help out by offering

Floating more holidays 
becoming norm in industry 


CLEVELAND (UPD-The trend in 


industry is not only to more holidays 
but also more flexibility in choos- 
ing holiday days off so employer and 
employe can utilize those holidays to 
the best advantage, Industry Week 
magazine said Sunday. 


This practice helps companies ar- 


range for extended holiday periods 
and boost employe morale by adding 
choice to the schedule, the magazine 
said. 


It also lets a company easily add to 


the number of holidays it grants be- 
sides the basic six — New Year's 
Day, 
Memorial Day, Independence 


Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas — which are virtually uni- 
versal and serve as a launching pad 
for endless variations on holidays. 


OTHER SPECIAL days are added 


to provide up to 10 holidays. They 
might include the day before Christ- 
mas, George Washington's or Abra- 
ham Lincoln's birthday, Columbus 
Day, election day, Veterans' Day, the 
day after Thanksgiving or perhaps 


Good Friday. 


Regional observances, such as Pa- 


triots' Day (April 19) in Massachu- 
setts or Mardi Gras (this past March 
2) in the New Orleans area, may be 
included. And there are "floating holi- 
days," which might be one of the 
above, or the employe's birthday or a 
religious holiday such as Yom Kippur. 


The number of different days ob- 


served as holidays in one major met- 
ropolitan area was 18 in 1974 and a 
year later it was 24, according to the 
magazine for managers, which said 
57.7 per cent of companies granted 
nine holidays or more in 1973, while 
last year the percentage jumped to 
67.6. 


Industry observers predict holidays 


will reach 12 or possibly 14 in the near 
f u t u r e , despite some anticipated 
trouble in incorporating holidays into 
extended weekends and those already 
covered by federal legislation. But the 
use of floating holidays is likely to 
cover the long weekend dilemma for 
many firms.

Hear.il may have been the woman 
who rented a garage used by a geta- 
way car in a bank robbery near Sac- 
ramento in which • a woman was 
killed.

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County Comr. Tecson's; 
'Separate government, polities'

One of the keys to the way Joseph 


Tecson plans to handle his job as a 
member of the suburban minority on 
the Cook County Board stems from a 
belief that government and politics 
are separate. 


"I'm of the opinion that government 


Is 95 per cent pure government and 
the dellveryh of services," he says. 
"Most Issues don't havu political 
ramifications." 


That does not mean that Tecson 


does not understand the political dif- 
ferences between the six suburban 
Republicans and 10 Chicago Demo- 
crats on the county board are not part 
of the process. 


"You have to recognize what is a 


political problem. It's the people who 
think everything is a political problem 
who get into trouble," he says. 


TECSON WAS named to the county 


board In February to replace former 
Comr. Floyd Fulle, who resigned after 
being convicted on federal extortion 
and tax fraud charges. 


Since then Tecson, who had already 


gained respect as a leader in the Con- 
stitutional Convention which drafted 
the 1970 Constitution and on the Re- 
g 1 o n a 1 Transportation Authority 
Broads,

board, has been studying county gov- 
ernment. 


"I'm sort of setting up a year's 


training program so I'll be knowl- 
edgeable about county government 
when budget time comes around later 
this year," he says. 


The first area he began to research 


was health care because the county 
board faced a decision on authorizing 
$25 million for renovation of Oak 
Forest Hospital and "you might as 
well learn on a live issue." 


THAT LEARNING process took him 


to Oak Forest for half a day and to 
the Chicago offices of the U.S. Dept. 
of Health, Education and Welfare for 
meetings with the bureaucrats who 


administered 
federal 
health 
pro- 


grams. 


"I'm trying to trace the flow of 


power from the federal to the state 
and local levels," he says. 


Another facet in his effort to train 


himself for the county board, he says, 
is to focus on certain issues. 


"I'm starting to train myself to be 


attracted to where the big issues and 
the big money is," he says. 


"It would be very easy to get into 


the habit of going out to look at a road 
sign because someone 
complained 


about it, but that's not where the big 
issues are." 
> 


IN ADDITION, Tecson said for the 


first five or six weeks as a county 
board member "I purposely did not 
put away the papers on my desk. I 
wanted to see the cycle of activity so 
I could decide what to save, what to 
throw away and what to read." 
v- 


As a long-time opponent of the pre- 


sent system of elected judges and a 
leader in the move for merit selection 
of judges, Tecson says he is firmly on 
record against the "spoils" system, 
which promotes patronage. 


Even so, he says he won't deal with 


patronage in county government with 
"simple answers" or doctrinaire posi- 
tions. "I would probably urge more 


professionalism in some county posi- 
tions," he says, "but I'd understand 
that might require more training and 
might increase the budget. It's too 
easy to go around deploring every- 
thing and not recognize the need to 
pay for it." 


When Tecson's name was first men- 


tioned as a replacement for Fulle, 
rather late in the search process for 
the new commissioner, reports circu- 
lated that he was a candidate who 
would be used by party leaders to 
head off some of the other candidates. 


Tecson doesn't see it that way. 


"There were plenty of qualified 
people and I don't think my appoint- 
ment was part of any kind of plan to 
stop anyone else." he says. "The Re- 
publican Party has turned to me for 
many difficult issues."

Leaders of the Illinois League of 


Women Voters will know early next 
month whether their membership is 
interested In starting a push to enact 
a voter registration-by-mail system in 
Illinois. 


M e m b e r s from the Arlington 


Heights-Mount Prospect Area Chapter 
will meet Monday and Tuesday to dis- 
cuss the mail registration proposal. 
Other chapters around the state are 
holding similar meetings this month. 


League members are being asked to 


consider the options of adopting a 
mail voter registration system, com- 
bining a mail system with the person- 
al registration system now in use, or 
other forms of vote registration. 


CONGRESS IS currently reviewing 


two bills that would allow voter regis- 
tration by mail for federal elections. 


All or part of several states already 


have mail registration systems. Those 
states include Kentucky, Texas, Min- 
nesota, New Jersey and Maryland, ac- 
cording to the league. 


League officials noted that in some 


states where mail voter registration 
was enacted, the number of registered 
voters increased sharply. 


The league also noted a study com- 


pleted by the U.S. Census Bureau re- 
ported 87 per cent of the persons who 
are registered actually vote in elec- 
tions.

Deadline for Harper pay 
negotiations still undecided 


No decision has been reached 


whether negotiations between the fac- 
ulty and the board of trustees at Har- 
per College will continue, now that the 
April 1 bargaining deadline is past.

with the board for salary increases 
and monetary fringe benefits each 
year. Last fall the faculty turned 
down a proposal to unionize. 


Last year, negotiations ended in a 


court battle over the salary range 
condition set by the board. The facul- 
ty won the right to a full raise last 
June.

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Wife, club help ex-swinger win Masters 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (UP1) - A single 


woman and a single golf club. 


An odd couple? Perhaps. But that's 


exactly the combination Ray Floyd 
had to thank for his front-running, 
lopsided victory Sunday in the 40th 
Masters golf tournament. 


The woman became Floyd's wife, 


Maria, and she played the behind-the- 
scenes role that salvaged the one-time 
swinging bachelor's career and made 
him. once again, a formidable threat 
on the pro golf tour. 


And the club was a five-wood, a 


fairly routine Item for amateurs but 
one which Floyd didn't use until he 
had It made, at a bargain price of $28 
especially for this tournament. 


Floyd wanted the five-wood to use 


from the sidehill lies that are common 
on the par-five holes at Augusta Na- 
tional. To say his strategy worked 


would be a master understatement, 
since he played the 16 par-fives over 
four days in 14 under par, a Masters 
record. 


That figure represented most of the 


total by which Floyd shaved the 
course par of 288 for 72 holes. He fin- 
ished Sunday with a cool and con- 
fident, two-under-par 70 that gave him 
a tournament record matching total of 
271 and an eight-stroke margin over 
Ben Crenshaw, Crenshaw shot the 
lowest score Sunday, a 67. Jack Nick- 
laus tied for third. 


"I think that club has paid for it- 


self," said Floyd, whose victory was 
worth $40,000. His showing also tied 
Nieklaus' record four-day total. 


It was the second major champion- 


ship of the 33-year-old Floyd's 13-year, 
roller-coaster career. Floyd had won 
the PGA Championship In 1969 and 


seemed headed for stardom but then

"She didn't know me and she didn't 


know a thing about golf," Floyd said. 


She soon found out about both, she 


and Ray were married in 1973 and 
now they have two sons. 


Maria put Floyd on a strict diet, he 


stopped drinking liquor, he began 
training. Each of the last two years 
he was back over the $100,000 mark in 
earnings, last June he ended a six- 
year drought by winning the Kemper 
Open, and Sunday on a warm, sunny 
and breezy day In Augusta, he was on 
top of the pack. 


"I know Ray Floyd's reputation 


from top to bottom," Maria said. 
"They called him a swinger, and he 
was. (But) somebody had to land him, 
and I was the lucky one." 


One thing marriage and fatherhood 


taught him, Floyd said Sunday, was 
patience. He was patient all week 
though less than happy about the 
slow pace of play. He could afford to 
be patient because he was only the 
fourth player in the 40 years of (fhis 
famed championship to lead after ev- 
ery round. 


He was ahead by one with an open- 


ing round 65, a score that turned out 
to be the best start ever for a Masters 
winner, increased that to five follow- 
ing a 66 Friday and to eight after a 70 
Saturday. 


"I never appreciated all that stuff

golf,' " remembered the older Floyd. 


The elder Floyd was among those 


who watched Masters' officials drape 
the traditional green coat on his son 
always awarded to the winner. 


"This is what a father always

For all that's been written and said 


about Augusta National, its momenta- 
ry impression is surprisingly unpre- 
tentious, sedate, low-keyed. Yet, with- 
in five minutes of being on the course, 
its aura of tradition, prestige and dig- 
nity seeps through. Just why is diffi- 
cult to analyze. 


The clubhouse is a one-story casu- 


ally laid-out building with the pro 
shop adjacent. Uniformed guards pro- 
tect the area's privacy. Those cot- 
tages so well-known off the No. 1 fair- 
way are just that — cottages. 


Prizes for a hole-in-one, an eagle or 


best day's play are pieces of Steuben 
glass, not new cars. 


As one admires the silver cigar box 


etched with a design of the clubhouse 
that together with a plaque with a sil- 
ver engraving of the clubhouse that 
goes with the green jacket to the pro- 
fessional winner and the silver bowl 
with the gold inscription that is 
awarded to the top amateur, one real- 
izes they don't compare with the big 
money prizes of golf 


Yet the golfer that wins them has 


reached a zenith. Advertisers 
seek 


him, other golfers laud him. 


At Augusta National, golf is offered 


for both player and spectator as no 
other place. For a woman golfer, 
there are no tees however. It's strictly 
a championship course. 


The course is spacious, Vaid out on 


rolling hills covered with stately pines 
as well as deciduous trees. Flowering 
shrubs appear casual until one notices 
how their plum, pink, lavender and 
white colors blend so lusciously. 


Most of the greens appear huge. 


Some, like No. 5, even have hollows to 
putt. Most of the pros use their put- 
ters when chipping anywhere around 
them, so one assumes they're fast. 


There are few flat spots on the fair- 


ways. One notes their sly ups and 
downs, the tremendous lengths of the 
530 uphill yards of No. 8 or 485 dog- 
leg, sidehill yards of No. 13. 


Pros like Billy Casper and J C. 


Snead lay up for shots to the 13th and 
15th greens, but Johnny Miller and 
Tom Weiskopf explode power to reach 
those greens in two. That's exciting 
golf. 


Iron shots over the 12th and 16th 


water holes require a control that 
challenges the pro, thrills the viewer. 


For the spectator — Augusta is a 


dream. No other course tries so hard 
to give the person who comes to 
watch the play such close-up views 
and welcome. 


On the course there are permanent 


bleachers for spectators at a number 
of locations. Sitting in the bleachers 
adjacent to 11, one can watch the ap- 
proaches and putts on that hole, the 
drives over the water to 12 green, as 
well as the putts, then the drives out 
of the chute, that is the 13th tee. 


The bleachers on 6 are almost unbe- 


lievable. They're located in the dip of 
the valley below the elevated 
tee. 


People watch the putting on the 6 and 
16 greens while balls whiz over their 
heads to the No. 6 green. 


If one prefers to walk the course 


and watch play, raised mounds along 


the fairways as well as around the 
greens and tees make it possible to do 
without periscopes. Frank Cerdi of the 
R u l e s Committee remarked that 
Thursday's crowd was amazing for 
opening day. But no one was com- 
plaining about not being able to see

Bob Lanier It 6-11. 250 pounds, but 


all anybody wants to talk about are 
the bottom 23 Inches. 


He \vas on the CBS postgame show 


one afternoon, after an outstanding 
day on the court, and a girl reporter 
only wanted to try on his shoes She 
disappeared into them. Bob Lanier 
disappeared, too. He threw the shoes 
against the wall and walked out. 


Big Bob never wanted to be Big 


Foot. He tried to go around pre- 
tending everyone wears size 22 or so. 
Even as a kid, he was never able to 
gn into Thorn McAn's and say casu- 
ally. "Do you have anything in a 21l»- 
X'" 


He shouted any journalist out of the 


dressing room who tried to bring up 
the subject of feet. It was hard not to 
bring it up. Writers would stare at 
those toes, which are bigger than 
most peoples' feet, and start the gen- 
eral questioning "Uh, Bob how many 
feet — or, I mean, rebounds, did you 
have tonight?" 


But, this year, a curious thing hap- 


pened: Lee Williams, the 
publicity 


man for the Basketball Hall of Fame, 
asked to Include some pro basketball 
memorabilia In the bicentennial Free- 
dom Train, decided to liven the exhib- 
it with something besides the ball Wilt 
Chamberlain scored 100 points with, 
or the warmup jacket worn by Oscar 
Robertson — and he put in a pair of 
Bob Lanier's shoes. 


They quickly became the most pop- 


ular exhibit in the car, not to say the 
train I mean, let's face It: The bat 
Babe Ruth hit his 60th home run with 
looks like any other bat. The Bob La- 
nier shoes don't look like any other 
pair of shoes. They look, in fact, like 
supertankers. 


It is not unusual for a person to rail 


against the thing which makes him or 
her unique. I can remember Marilyn 
Monroe loftily preferring to explain 
her reading of the "Brothers Karama- 
2ov." as if anyone with her dimen- 
sions needed a literary reputation. 


Golfers on the tour who are great 


putters hate the reputation. And I can 
recall Hank Aaron standing around a 
batting cage and saying resentfully, 
"1 do other things besides hit home 
runs." 


There is evidence Babe Ruth consid- 


ered the rest of his career downhill 
when he left the pitcher's mound. Ter- 
rible-Tempered Tommy Bolt always 
wanted to be known as a guy who 
could see' both sides of a question 
equally. 


For all I know, W C. Fields prob- 


ably wanted to be known as a man of 
moderation. And Bill Shoemaker used 
to chin himself on coat racks trying to 
be 6 feet tall — so he could be driving 
a truck instead of Swaps. 


And so Bob Lanier would probably 


have preferred to have been known as 
just another pretty foot. 


But, 
if Bob had any sense of shoe 


business, if the late P.T. Barnum had 
had rum, he would probably begin 
wearing shoes two sizes (or more) too 
large for him. He would edge them in 
neon, or loud colors. He would sell ad- 
vertising on the soles. 


When your shoes can rival the Dec- 


laration of Independence, the Adams 
Chronicles, or Lincoln's shawl as a 
national monument, your feet belong 
to the world. 


I would let my toenails grow if I 


were Bob and, when the Detroit Pis- 
tons get m the playoff finals, 20 mil- 
lion people will concentrate not on the 
scorer's feats, but on the scorer's 
feet.

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Organ's not 
a pipe dream 
any more

The music swells from the shiny, 


symmetrical pipes that line the walls 
of the church. The tones are mellow 
and the sounds are heavenly. 


The Schantz pipe organ, the grand- 


daddy of instruments of this kind, the 
pride and joy of the Trinity Lutheran 
Church congregation of Des Plaines 
had Its debut during church services 
Sunday. 


"The organ Is something very spe- 


cial to our people here. It hopefully 
will enrich our worship, as the con- 
gregation sings together during the 
services,1' said Pastor Mark G. Berg- 
man. "It will aeeommuiy our choir 
and enhance our recitals," he said. 


But, the organ also represents a 


dream come true for members of the 
church. 675 Algonquin Rd, \vluch 
marks its soth anniversary this year. 


PARISHIONERS 
have 
pledged 


enough money during the past two- 
and-half years to pay for the $80,000 
organ, which Is an anniversary gift to 
the church, The new organ replaces a 
100-year-old organ that first was used 
by the congregation when it was lo- 
cated in the Des Plaines Masonic 
Temple after the turn of the century, 
Rev. Bergman said. The old organ 
was sold to a church in Indiana. 


"People have been talking about 


a new organ for years, one that would 
carry Its sounds up to heaven, one 
with the beauty In* sound that this one 
has," he said. 


A crew of seven craftsmen deliv- 


ered the organ to the church several 
weeks ago and spent one week assem- 
bling it in a far corner of the sanc- 
tuary by the choir loft. 


DURING 
THAT 
time, 
the 
in- 


strument's 2,500 metal and wood 
pipes, long foot pedals, ivory key- 
boards and English draw knobs were 
strewn about on the church pews in a 
curious order. Rev. Bergman said. 


The organ produces an endless com- 


bination of sounds when 
different 


knobs are drawn out, different keys 
pressed and various pedals pushed. 
The sounds can be as soft as a whis- 
per or as grandiose as an orchestra of 
trumpets. 


The petite organist who skillfully 


makes this majestic Instrument sing 
is surrounded by the instrument while 
she plays. 


THE NEW ORGAN is a challenge, 


organist Evelyn Flavin admits. It is 
basically like playing any other or- 
gan, "but there are hundreds more 
combinations to use and many more 
parts to keep track of " 


Her hands gracefully brush the kpvs 


as her legs reach for the proper ped- 
als below. She has been practicing ev- 
ery day since the organ was assem- 
bled.

Voters called for a change in at 


least three elementary school districts 
serving Des Plaines, as an organized 
write-in attempt in Des Plaines Dist. 
62 scored substantial votes; a new- 
comer, pledged to balancing the budg- 
et, topped all incumbents in Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59; and two 
newcomers, who have been critical of 
some board decisions, won victories in 
East Maine Dist. 63. 


Des Plaines Dist. 62 


An organized write-in campaign 


nearly toppled caucus-endorsed candi- 
dates the election Saturday in Des 
Plaines Dist. 62. 


Incumbent Robert Birchfield and 


newcomer James Kosmond, both en- 
dorsed by the Des Plaines Dist. 62 
General Caucus, led with 882 and 880 
votes respectively. Write-in contender 
James Karabas came closest to the 
winners with 788 votes. Carl Gully, 
who announced his candidacy eight 
days before the election, received 690 
votes. More than 1,700 persons voted 
in the election — the highest total in 
recent years. 


Karabas and Gulley were backed by 


a group called Concerned Citizens for 
Quality Education, which first sur- 
faced in Des Plaines in 1974, running 
a slate of candidates against those 
who received caucus endorsement. 


THE CITIZENS group resurfaced in 


March after more than 500 persons at- 
tended a Dist. 62 meeting to protest 
staff cutbacks. The board refused to 
allow people from the audience to 
speak until after a vote had been tak- 
en to approve the budget cuts. 


The group, which has about 60 


members representing six of the 13 
schools in Dist. 62, came out with a 
p l a t f o r m of improving commu- 
nications between the board and com- 
munity. They also questioned whether 
the budget cuts were necessary. 


"We're celebrating," Gulley said 


Saturday night. "We had a victory, 
for a write-in campaign. If we'd had 
one more week we could have done 
it." 


KARABAS SAID that the citizens 


group will be continued now that the 
election is over and members will 
"observe the meetings and have a 
voice in the board. Members from our 
group will be at every meeting. 


"We're thrilled at the results," Ka- 


rabas said. "We showed the strongest

"They've tried many things to dis- 
credit me politically." 


There have been articles in Ro- 


manian newspapers that Ron- 
nett's degrees in dentistry and 
general medicine are fakes. 


Romanian agents in the United 


States have told Ronnett they 
have the money and manpower to

ruin him. It makes no difference. 
Ronnett has fought that battle 
since he came here in 1950. 


STRANGELY, even Ronnett re- 


ceives propaganda mailings at 
home in Mount Prospect. 


"They send it to me that I'm a 


Communist," he said during our 
long discussion one night last 
week. 


"Anytime they have a chance, 


they put suspicion on me, make it 
look like I'm a guy who has com- 
mitted many bad things," 


There have been stories that 


Ronnett is a Nazi. Or an agent of 
Moscow Communism. Alexander 
R o n n e t t pursues an opposite 


course, that of freedom champion 
and United States patriot by 
choice, not chance. 


"It's all no effect on me," said 


Ronnett about the propaganda 
leveled against him. His arm 
waved toward copies of "Poto- 
mac," the anto-communist quar- 
terly which Ronnett writes and fi- 
nances. 


"I write too many things," he 


said "This is all English. I do a 
lot in Romanian, too." 


This battle against communism 


is his life and death struggle. It 
commands the few spare hours a 
man accumulates aside from run- 
ning general medicine and den- 
tistry practices. 


The struggle never ends. It only 


changes directions. 


These days and nights, the fight 


is a personal one for Alexander 
Ronnett. He campaigns for his 
brother Vianor, a railroad engi- 
neer in communist Romania. 


"My brother has tried to emi- 


grate to the United States," Ron- 
nett said. "He has all the United

States documents from our em- 
bassy. 


"Communist officials refused to 


process his exit visa. They told 
him he doesn't have any good rea- 
son to go. 


"Americans do not understand 


this," said Ronnett. "They say 
why don't you just leave?

People 
should be given the opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions on certain issues 
as they come up " He also said he 
would like to see a "more informative 
agenda." 


"I would like to express my con- 


gratulations to the other candidates 
that did run. Having a contested elec- 
tion brought out into the open a lot of 
the issues that exist in Dist. 62," Kos- 
mond said. 


"I think the amount of write-in 


votes achieved by those candidates 
shows that a large portion of the vot- 
ing populace are unhappy with the 
way things are being run at this time. 
It is a mandate to be taken into con- 
sideration by not only the newly elect- 
ed members of the board but by the 
other five members of the board," 
Kosmond said. 


Birchfield, who won a second three- 


year term Saturday, was unavailable 
for comment this weekend. 


Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59 


Newcomer Charles B. Canupp Jr., 


running on a "balance-the-budget" 
platform, was the top votegetter in 
the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
Board election Saturday. 


Canupp, Elk Grove Village, polled 


544 votes and won a seat on the board, 
along with incumbents Judith Zanca, 
Des Plaines, and Errul Bahnmeier, 
Mount Prospect. 


Incumbent Erwin Poklacki, Arling- 


ton Heights, lost his bid for reelection 
by pulling only 361 votes. Mrs. Zanca 
received 383 votes and Bahnmeier, 
413. 


"LOOKING AT the job ahead of 


me, one of the first things i'd like to 
do is establish communications be- 
tween the board, the parents and the 
teachers," Canupp said. "I want some 
three-way communication going. And 
I want to start delving into the budget 
situation in detail." 


One of the main issues in this year's 


election in Dist. 59 is whether the 
board should take steps to pull the 


district from its more than 15-year 
deticit position. This school year, the 
district was forced to issue teachers' 
orders, a method of borrowing mon- 
ey to pay salaries, to meet the budget. 


The board recently agreed to pare 


down the budget by 4 per cent in all 
areas, the same amount enrollment 
will decrease in the district by Sep- 
tember. 


POKLACKI, WHO was appointed to 


the board in July and formerly served 
on the board from 1971-74, said during 
the campaign, that he believed in defi- 
cit spending. Poklacki was out of 
town this weekend and unavailable for 
comment.

$70-80 for paramedic services. 


The village pays for paramedic and 


ambulance services out of general tax 
revenues collected from Wheeling 
residents, and officials want to supple- 
ment the funds with a service fee. 


The fire district is conducting a ref- 


erendum on an ambulance tax on July 
17. The proposed tax would be 25 
cents per $100 assessed valuation and 
cover the costs of paramedic and am- 
bulance programs. Fire district offi- 
cials are seeking the ambulance tax 
because general revenue funds can be 
used only for firefightmg costs. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board is 


expected to approve an ordinance that 
would limit to four the number of 
coin-operated game machines 
per- 


mitted in any one village business es- 
tablishment. 


The 
proposed ordinance would 


charge a fee of $25 per coin-operated 
machine, with the maximum number 
of four allowed in a single estab- 
lishment. Businesses would be limited 
to one machine for every 1,000 square 
feet of space. 


The ordinance would apply to coin- 


operated machines and games of skill 
only. Vending machines and juke 
boxes are not included. 
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We're just delighted." 


A major issue in the campaign was 


the resignation of Dist. 125 Supt. Har- 
old Banser. Banser resigned last 
month under pressure from a faction 
of board members mainly from the 
Lincolnshire area who were dis- 
pleased with a decline in test scores 
in the district.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Con- 


victed bank robber Patricia Hearst 
will be sentenced Monday in U S. Dis- 
trict Court and her lawyers said Sun- 
day they will ask the judge not to 
send her to prison because revolution- 
ary inmates might kill her. 


"California prisons are known as 


hotbeds of revolutionary activity," 
said defense attorney Albert Johnson. 
"They are full of radicals." 


Miss Hearst, 22, was convicted 


March 20 of the $10,690 armed rob- 
bery of a San Francisco bank with the 
terrorist Symbionese Liberation Army 
two years ago. A seven-woman five- 
man jury decided she joined her SLA 
kidnapers and did not believe her sto- 
ry that she acted under fear of death 
from them. 


AMID PUBLISHED reports that 


Miss Hearst has turned informer to 
win a light sentence, Johnson said 
Sunday she would be safer out of pris- 
on but "under controlled conditions of 
security, including bodyguards." 


Federal Judge Oliver J. Carter, who 


will sentence the newspaper heiress, 
could impose penalties ranging from a 
maximum of 25 years down to simple 
probation.

"Anytime they have a chance, 


they put suspicion on me, make it 
look like I'm a guy who has com- 
mitted many bad things." 


There have been stories that

R o n n e t t pursues an opposite 


course, that of freedom champion 
and United States patriot by 
choice, not chance. 


"It's all no effect on me," said 


Ronnett about the propaganda 
leveled against him. His arm 
waved toward copies of "Poto- 
mac," the anti-communist quar- 
terly which Ronnett writes and fi- 
nances. 


"I write too many things," he 


said. "This is all English. I do a 
lot in Romanian, too." 


This battle against communism 


is his life and death struggle. It 
commands the few spare hours a 
man accumulates aside from run- 
ning general medicine and den- 
tistry practices.

Cardinal Drive doomed 
even before it was built

Cardinal Drive School did not grow 


old suddenly and begin to fall apart. 
It had problems even before it was 
built. 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 


15 Board voted last week to close the 
IS-year-old school at 2300 Cardinal 
Dr.. Rolling Meadows, next fall. 


Two problems facing Dist. 15 led 


the board to the decision to close one 
of its 20 schools. Dist. 15's enrollment 
Is dropping In Rolling Meadows, while 
growing in the western and northern 
portions of the district, and the possi- 
bility of continued budget deficits 
looms. 


Why was Cardinal Drive School cho- 


sen for the shutdown? 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS say it was 


more than the $118,000 operating costs 
which prompted them to close the 12- 
classroom school. The high cost of 
bringing the school In line with Illinois 
life-safety code requirements also was 
cited. 


The code sets minimum construc- 


tion standards for health and safety in 
public schools and Cardinal Drive 
needed wider halts, updated lighting, 
safety glass and general structural re- 
pairs to meet code requirements. 


Architects Del Bianco, Schwartz 


and Donalonl estimated the cost of 
needed Improvements would almost 
equal the school's original cost of 
$385,630. 


But Cardinal Drive's physical prob- 


lems run far deeper than the needed 
safety work. 


IN THE LATE 1950s Dist. 15 was in 


a period of "explosive growth in popu- 
lation and literally broke," said Wal- 
ter Sundling, who was president of the 
board at the time the school was built. 
Homes were popping up all over Roll- 
ing Meadows, and the district proj- 
ected having "hundreds of kids in our 
lap and no schools for them," Sund- 
ling said. 


The board contacted developer Kim- 


ball Hill and arranged for him to take 
over part of the cost for building 


schools. He also donated several 
school sites — one of them on Cardin- 
al Drive. 


"Everytime we got a site, it was in 


an undesirable area," Sundling said. 
Most of the sites are near Salt Creek, 
and Cardinal Drive had the added 
problem of an underground geological 
stream and a silt base for the school. 


"There was nothing we could do 


about It," Sundling said. "Sometimes 
even though you want mink you may 
have to settle for rabbit." 


THE DISTRICT hired architect Zay 


Smith to have the site surveyed, have 
soil borings taken and come up with a 
plan for the school. 


"They said the site was fine as long 


as you do this, this and this," Sund- 
ling said. 


Their predictions did not hold true 


and it was the last time the architect 
worked for the district. 


Before the contractor could begin 


work on the foundation, it was neces- 
sary to sink 90 pilings on the site, be- 
cause the usual spread footings used 
for school construction were not con- 
sidered adequate. 


Today the floors are sinking at Car- 


dinal Drive. 


THE DISTRICT has already mud- 


jacked the school twice because of its 
poor foundation, board member Le- 
land Gibbs said, Mud-jacking involves 
pouring mud and concrete under the 
school and is only effective for a lim- 
ited period of time, officials say. 


District officials say at this point 


the building would have to be totally 
reconstructed where the floors are 
sinking. The board also considered 
this additional cost when voting to 
close Cardinal Drive. 


Gibbs said if Cardinal Drive re- 


mained open the district might have 
had to put new heating and sewer 
lines in the school, because pipes have 
also been jacked up. The school is 
heated by oil and every furnace in the 
building needed to be replaced, he 
said. 


John Horton, 516 N. Winston Dr., 


Palatine, president of the Cardinal 


Drive School PTA, said in the board's 
decision to close Cardinal Drive, it 
was "publicly admitting the mistak- 
es of the past." 


"We urge the board to learn from 


past mistakes as far as the siting and 
designing of schools," Horton said. 
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the bonds are tax exempt and thus 
more attractive," Cole said.

Village Atty, Bradley Glass Friday 


said the ordinance will Include the 10- 
gram weight limitation proposed by 
Police Chief Jerry Bratcher. Glass 
said he believes a legal problem will 
not be created 
by including the 


weight, an opinion he reached after 
discussion with officials. 


"We have resolved most of the 


problems and I think the intent of the 
ordinance is there and it has been 
done without clouding the issue," 
Glass said. 


GLASS EXPRESSED concern ear- 


lier this week that including a weight 
figure In the ordinance would make 
the measure less enforceable in court. 
He said a problem could result If 
someone were arrested with more 
than the weight limit. 


However, after reviewing the mea- 


sure. Glass said he has resolved that 
problem and believes a legal question 
will not be created by including a 
weight. 


The ordinance has been under dis- 


cussion since November, when it was 
proposed to the board by Bratcher. 
The chief said the ordinance is an at- 
tempt to provide "reasonable control" 
over marijuana possession arrests. 


THE ORDINANCE would impose a 


mandatory fine of $50 to $500 for per- 
sons convicted of possession of 10 
grams or less. State statutes presently 
are the only enforcement tool avail- 
able for possession cases. The state 
penalty calls for a jail sentence of up 
to 6 months for possession of 10 grams 
or less. 


In most cases now prosecuted under 


state statutes, convicted persons are 
given supervision and do not receive 
jail sentences. 


If approved. Palatine will become 


the second Chicago-area municipality 
to approve a marijuana decriminali- 
zatlon ordinance. Deerfield approved 
a similar ordinance last month which 
imposes a 30-gram limit and a max- 
imum fine of $300.

Cardinal Drive School did not grow 


old suddenly and begin to fall apart. 
It had problems even before it was 
'built. 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 


15 Board voted last week to close the 
15-year-old school at 2300 Cardinal 
Dr., Rolling Meadows, next fall. 


Two problems facing Dist.1 15 led 


the board to the decision to close one 
of its 20 schools. Dist. 15's enrollment 
is dropping in Rolling Meadows, while 
growing in the western and northern 
portions of the district, and the possi- 
bility of continued budget deficits 
looms. 


Why was Cardinal Drive School cho- 


sen for the shutdown? 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS say it was 


more than the $118,000 operating costs 
which prompted them to close the 12- 
classroom school. The high cost of 
bringing the school in line with Illinois 
life-safety code requirements also was 
cited. 


The code sets miriinium construc- 


tion standards for health and safety in 
public schools and Cardinal Drive 
needed wider halls, updated lighting, 
safety glass and general structural re- 
pairs to meet code requirements. 


Architects Del Bianco, Schwartz 


and Donatoni estimated the cost of 
needed improvements would almost 
equal the school's original cost of 
$385,630. 


But Cardinal Drive's physical prob- 


lems run far deeper than the needed 
safety work. 


IN THE LATE 1950s Dist. 15 was in 


a period of "explosive growth in popu- 
lation and literally broke," said Wal- 
ter SundHng, who was president of the 
board at the time the school was built. 
Homes were popping up all over Roll- 
ing Meadows, and the district proj- 
ected having "hundreds of kids in our 
lap and no schools for them," Bund- 
ling said. 


The board contacted developer Kim- 


ball Hill and arranged for him to take 


over part of the cost for building 
schools. He also donated several 
school sites — one of them on Cardin- 
al Drive. 


"Everytime we got a site, it was in 


an undesirable area," Bundling said. 
Most of the sites are near Salt Creek, 
and Cardinal Drive had the added 
problem of an underground geological 
stream and a silt base for the school. 


"There was nothing we could do 


about it," Bundling said. "Sometimes 
even though you want mink you may 
have to settle for rabbit." 


THE DISTRICT hired architect Zay 


Smith to have the site surveyed, have 
soil borings taken and come up with a 
plan for the school. 


"They said the site was fine as long 


as you do this, this and this," Sund- 
ling said. 


Their predictions did not hold true 


and it was the last time the architect 
worked for the district. 


Before the contractor could begin 


work on the foundation, it was neces- 
sary to sink 90 pilings on the site, be- 
cause the usual spread footings used 
for school construction were not con- 
sidered adequate. 


Today the floors are sinking at Car- 


dinal Drive. 


THE DISTRICT has already mud- 


jacked the school twice because of its 
poor foundation, board member Le- 
land Gibbs said. Mud-jacking involves 
pouring mud and concrete under the 
school and is only effective for a lim- 
ited period of time, officials say. 


District officials say at this point 


the building would have to be totally 
reconstructed where the floors are 
sinking. The board also considered 
this additional cost when voting to 
close Cardinal Drive. 


Gibbs said if Cardinal Drive re- 


mained open the district might have 
had to put new heating and sewer 
lines in the school, because pipes have 
also been jacked up. The school is 
heated by oil and every furnace in the 
building needed to be replaced, he 
said. 


John Horton, 516 N. Winston Dr., 


Palatine, president of the Cardinal 
Drive School PTA, said in the board's 
decision to close Cardinal Drive, it 
was "publicly admitting the mistak- 
es of the past." 


"We urge the board to learn from 


past mistakes as far as the siting and 
designing of schools," Horton said. 


Two village officials 
to vacate board posts

ly. 


Stanley L. Goodrich, who has been 


a member of the zoning board for four 
years, will not seek reappointment to 
the post when his term is up May 1.

John C. Wagner, who has been on 


the board of health since the unit was 
created in 1974, also cited business ob- 
ligations as the reason for his resigna- 
tion.

April 15. 


Wagner's resignation is expected to 


be accepted by the village board at its 
next regular meeting Monday. 


The moves leave one vacancy each

Sentencing 
today tor 
Patty Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO fUPI) - Con- 


victed bank robber Patricia Hearst 
will be sentenced Monday in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court and her lawyers said Sun- 
day they will ask the judge not to 
send her to prison because revolution- 
ary inmates might kill her. 


"California prisons are known as 


hotbeds of revolutionary activity," 
said defense attorney Albert Johnson. 
"They are full of radicals." 


Miss Hearst, 22, was convicted 


March 20 of the $10.690 armed rob- 
bery of a San Francisco bank with the 
terrorist Symblonese Liberation Army 
two years ago. A seven-woman five- 
man jury decided she joined her SLA 
kidnapers and did not believe her sto- 
ry that she acted under fear of death 
from them. 


AMID PUBLISHED reports that 


Miss Hearst has turned informer to 
win a light sentence, Johnson said 
Sunday she would be safer out of pris- 
on but "under controlled conditions of 
security, including bodyguards." 


Federal Judge Oliver J. Carter, who 


will sentence the newspaper heiress, 
could impose penalties ranging from a 
maximum of 23 years down to simple 
probation. 


Carter told Miss Hearst her inter- 


rogations by probation officers after 
her conviction could bear heavily on 
his decision. She has been questioned 
by probation officials at San Mateo 
County Jail south of San Francisco, 
where she was incarcerated after her 
capture by the FBI nearly seven 
months ago.

Communist," he said during our 
long discussion one night last 
week. 


"Anytime they have a chance, 


they put suspicion on me, make it 
look like I'm a guy who has com- 
mitted many bad things." 


There have been stories that 


Ronnett is a Nazi. Or an agent of 
Moscow Communism. Alexander 
R o n n e t t pursues an opposite 


course, that of freedom champion 
and United States patriot by 
choice, not chance. 


"It's all no effect on me," said 


Ronnett about the propaganda 
leveled against him. His arm 
waved toward copies of "Poto- 
mac," the anti-communist quar- 
terly which Ronnett writes and fi- 
nances. 


"I write too many things," he 


said. "This is all English. I do a 
lot in Romanian, too." 


This battle against communism 


is his life and death struggle. It 
commands the few spare hours a 
man accumulates aside from run- 
ning general medicine and den- 
tistry practices. • 


The struggle never ends. It only 


changes directions. 


These days and nights, the fight 


is a personal one for Alexander' 
Ronnett. He campaigns for his 
brother Vianor, a railroad engi- 
neer in communist Romania.

Voters in River Trails Dist. 26 re-

the highest in Dist. 26 in recent years. 
Last year 645 persons voted, and 
in 1974 there were only 210 voters.

A WRITE-IN campaign for Carter 


and O'Neill started last Wednesday 
following the Dist.

Carter, 1817 Apache Ln., Mount 


Prospect, said most of the interest in 
the campaign came from the Park 
View area. 


"Initially it was the decision of 


the board to increase class sizes and 
close a school which prompted the 
write-in campaign," Carter said. "We 
wanted it as a protest, to vote against 
the board members who we felt voted 
erroneously." 


Carter said the campaign was 


"strictly word-of-mouth but it snow- 


balled very rapidly."
